Oꝛ aſmuche as a cert aine acte was made and eſtablp⸗ 
ſhed,in the parliament holden at nzeſtminſter the. rir. 
rere of the reigne of the late moſt famous king youre 
father Þenty the vij. whom god pardon, concernynge 
peauterets, and bꝛaſiers, hauking and waltzinge about 
the countreis and alſo concerning falſe beames, ſcales 
| and weightes, with a pꝛouiſion fo caſting of fine met- 
tall and of perfit goodneſſe : uShiche acte was made to endure to the next 
Patliamente, the tenour whereof hereafterenſucth : That where manye 
imple and euill diſpoſed perſons of this your realme of England (vſpnge 
the ſayde craftes) dayelye goe aboute this pour realme from village, from 
towne;and from houſe to houſe, as well in woddes and fozeſtes, as other 
places, to bye peauter and bꝛaſſe, and that knowpynge, theues and other 
pitkers, that ſteale as well peuter and bꝛaſſe, belongpnge to youre hygh⸗ 
nes, and vnder youre marke, and to the loꝛdes ſpn ttuall andtempozall, as 
to your ſubiectes of this pout realme;bunge ſuch ſtolen vellels vnto them 
in ſuch hid plates to ſell, and ſell it fox litle oꝛ nought,and about they bzing 
it to pꝛiuye places, oꝛ into coꝛners of cities oꝛ townes,and there ſell muche 
part ot it to ſtraũgers, the which carpit ouer i he ſea by ſtelth. Alſo the ſayd 
perſons(ſo goinge aboute)and diuers other vſinge the ſapde tcrattes, vſe to 
make newe veſſels, ond mire good mettall and bad together, and make it 
nought, and ſell it foꝛ good ſtuffe, where in deed the ſtuffe and mettal ther- 
ofis not worth the fourth party that is ſolde foz,to the great hurt, diſteipte 
and loſſe of your ſubtectes.Xiſo dyuers perſons, vſynge the ſayde craftes, 
haue diſceyuable and vntrue beames and ſcales, that one of they wpll 
ſtande euen wpth . rij.li. weyghte at the one ende, agaynſte a quarter ofa 
pounde at the other ende, to the ſynguler aduauntage of them ſelle. and — 
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\ thogreat diltette and lolle ol your ſubiectes;biers and ſellers wyth them. 
Foz refozmacion of the pzemilles it woulde pleaſe your highnes of pour 
moſt aboundant grace, with thaduiſe ol pour lozds (pyzituall and tempo⸗ 
rall a the cõmons in this preſente parlianiente aſſembled , a by auctozitye 
of the ſame,to enacte andeſtabliſhe, that no perſon noz perſons, vipng the 
ſayde craftes of peauterers and bꝛaſiers, from hencefozth all (ell oz 
chaunge any peauter oꝛ bꝛaſſe, newe ot olde at any place cz places within 
this your realme,but onely in open fayzes o2markettes, oꝛ in they: owne 
dwellinge houſes, but if they be deſpzed by the ſand biers ol (uch wares,v- 
pon payne of fozfaptuee to our ſouereigne lo the king foz euery ſuch des 
fault x. lil. Alſo by the ſame aut toꝛitie it may be enacted and eſtabliſhed, 
that no perſon noꝛ perſons,of what cõdicion oz degree ſoeuer he oz they be 
krom hentekoꝛth within the citie ol London and Pozke, oz wythout either 
caſte oz wooꝛke any pewter veſſeis oz bꝛaſſe at any place oz plates within 
this pour realme,but that it be as good line metall, as is the pcauterand 
bꝛaſſe caſte and wzought after the perfect goodnes ofthe ſame, wythin þ 

cittic of London / by the ſtatutes of the ſame owe to be, vpõ peine of f02- 

faiture of all ſuch peauter and bzaſſe , ſocaſt # wzoughte of worſe peauter 
oz bꝛaſſe than ought to be w2oughtin the ſame cittes: the one halfe of eue- 

xy ſuch koꝛtaiture to be to the vle of your higyneg and the other halle to p 

vle of the finders thereof. 

Ptoutded alway p this foꝛfaiture in no wiſe ſtretch neertend to bzaſſe 
oz peauter,being in the poſſeſſion of any perſon,other than the woꝛkers of 
the ſame,o2 ſuch as haue the ſame to ſell, and beinge of the craftes oz mp» 
ſterie , Alſo that it may by thciſame auctozitie be cnacted and eſtabliſhed, 
that no maner of perſon 02 perſons, of what degree 02 condicion ſoeuer he 
02 they be, from hecefo:th make no hollow wares of peauter.that is to ſap 
ſalteg and pottes, that is made of peauter called laye mettall, but that it 
may be after thaſſiſe of peauter laie mettal wꝛought wythin p citie of Lõ⸗ 
don. And that » makers of ſuch wares ſhall marke the ſame woyth ſeuetal 
markes of theyz owne , to the entent that the makers of ſuch wares ſhall G 
auow the ſame wares by them(as is aboueſayd)to be wꝛought. And that 
al and euery ſuch wares,not ſufficiẽtip made and w2ought, and not mar⸗ 
ked in koꝛme aboueſayd foundẽ in the poſſeſſion of p ſame maker oz (eller 
to be foꝛfapted:and if the ſame ware be ſolde,the ſayd maker to foxfait the 
value of the ſame ſo volawfully wꝛought and ſould.the one halfe of þ ſaid 
wares,02 the value thereof,to be to the vſe of your highnes,and the other 
halle to be to the vſe of the finder oz ſerchers of the ſame, Allo that it may 
by the ſayd auctozity be enacted and eſtablyſhed,that if any perſon oz per⸗ 
ſons hereafter, vſyng bying and ſelling of peauter oz bꝛaſſe, that hereafter 
occupv any diſceiuable oz falſe beames oz weightes of the (aid wares,that 
euery (uche perſon 02 perſones, vſpnge oz occupyinge ſuche dyſcepuable 
and vntrue beames 02 weyghtes , to fogfaite .rr.s. the one halfe to the 
kynge, and the other halle to the partye that therefore mw ſue by * 
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of detꝛand that in the (aid action no pzotection non eſſoyne ſhalbe allowed, 
And allothe ſayde party ſo offendings,ſhall fozfatte his be ame to him that 
ſhattoeaſe it: and it thei ſayd offender qʒ offenderg be not (ufficiente ta pay 
the lapde ſomme oꝛ ſommes by thepm lo foxfayted , that then it (hall bee 
lawfull to the Mayes, baplitfes , oꝛ other heade officers of ſuche place oz 
places. where any ſuch offenders ſhalbe found to put them in the ſtockes, 
and them ſo to kepe till þ next market day next adioyning, # in Þ market 
placet0 put them in the pillozie ail the market time;And furthermoze that 
it be lawtull by the ſayD.auctozity,that the maiſtet a watdeins of y ſayde 
craftiof peuterers win euery citie and boꝛough of this realme. where ſuch 
wardetus are, and where no ſuch wardens are the bead officers oz gouer⸗ 
nours of þ ſame citie oꝛ boꝛaugu, to appoint certeyne perſons molt expert 
in knowledge of þ ſame to make ſerch within p ſayd citties 02 bozoughes 
where they dwelt. Andouer this » Juſtices of peace within euery (hyze at 
the generall ſeſſions holden at Migheimas, ſhal aſſigne and appoint two 
certaine perſong hauing erperiẽte therin,to make ſerch in the pꝛemiſſes in 
euery part of that ſhire,as well within the fraitches as without. ſauing in 
cities oz bozowes; wher ſerchers be appointed bythe heds 02 gouernours 
ofthe lame. And that all ſuch vnlawfwl peauter 02 bꝛaſſe, as the ſapd ſear- 
chers ſhall find, the one halfe to the vſe of pour grate, and the other half to 
the ſaid ſerchers. And that in the defaute of the laid maiſters a wardeing 
ofthe ſayd occupacions . not ſerching inkoꝛme as is atoꝛeſapd, and wherby 
that any ſuch vnlawfull met tels is caſte oꝛ made, oꝛ vnlawfull weightes 
vſed:that then it ſhalbe law full to any perſon oꝛ perſons,hauing ſufficient 
cunninge a knowledge in the (aid occupacions, by ouerſight of the maire 
bapliffes oꝛ heade officers of the ſayde citties , bozoughes and townes, to 
ſearch al the lavd places, and to put the ſayd auctoꝛitie and acte in executio 
in koꝛme atoꝛeſayd. Plealeth it therfoze your grace and wyledomes . in ſo 
much as the ſayd acte is thought good and pꝛofit able, that it be oꝛdeyned 
enacted and eſtabliſhed, by the lozdes ſpyzituall and tempozall, and the 
commons in this pꝛeſente parliamente aſſembled, and by the auctozity of 
the lame, that þ ſapd act may endure foz euer. And ouer that be it enacted 
by the ſayde auctouity, that it any vntrue oꝛ decepuable mettell oꝛ wotke- 
manſhip of Tinne oꝛ peauter, be founden either in platters, chargers, dil⸗ 
ſhes, ſaucers, potengers, trencher g, baſins, flagons, bot tels, pottes, ſalte⸗ 
ſels, goblettes, ſpones, cruettes, oz candelſtickes, oꝛ any other ſuche wares 
of tinne oꝛ peauter, whereloeuer it be caſt, made, oꝛ wꝛoughte wythin this 
realme oꝛ wythout,and bzought to be (ould within the ſame realme: that 
than it ſhal be lawful to the mapꝛe of the cittie of London. and the maiſter 
and wardẽs of the craft ol peauterers(of the (apd city fo2 the time being) 
and they: deputies,tohauec ſerch of the lame wythin the cittie of London, 
and the ſuburbes of the ſame. And that in all other citties,bozoughes, 
and townes, where any wardeins bee oz ſhall bee, the Mayzes, bapylif- 
fes, oꝛ heade officers, and wardeynes to haue likes aucthoutie . oo 
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where no wardeins be, than the head officers oz gouernours of the ſame 
citties,bozoughes,and townes to appoint certatne perſons moſt experte a 
cunning in knowledge of the ſame, to make ſerch wythia the layd cities, 
bozoughes aud tovnes where they dwell, And if any ſuch new wares 
wꝛought of tinne and peauter, as is afozeſayd, be found defectile, a beinge 
in the poſſeſſion of the ſellar, that then the ſame perſon oꝛ perſon that put⸗ 
teth anyſych newe wares of peauter to ſale, hall foꝛfaite the ſame wares, 
the one halle to the vſe of our ſoueraigne loꝛd the king, and the other halle 
to the ſerthers oz finders of the ſame. | 

' Pzdttided alway that this act concerning the fozfayture be not pꝛeiudi⸗ 
ciall noʒ hurtfull to any perſon oz petſons hauing graũt of our ſoueraigne 
loꝛd the kinge, oz of any of his noble pꝛogenitours by his letters patents of 
ſuch foꝛtapture, but that they and euery of them ſhal # may eniop the lame 
accoꝛding to theyz fozmer grauntes and libertyes. 


An act concerning Richard Strode. Cap. viii. 


Amentably complayneth # ſheweth vnto pour moſt dil⸗ 

cg crete wyledomes in this pꝛeſent parliamẽt aſſembled, Ni⸗ 
MW Acharde Strode gentleman of the county of Deuonchyꝛe. 

EN one of the burgeis of this honozable houſe,fo2 þ burghe of 
A plimton in the countie afozeſapd, y where þ ſaid Richard 
d condeſcended and greed w other of this houle, to put foꝛth 
certcine billes in this pzeſcnt parliament againſtcertaine perſons, named 
tinners in the countie afozeſaid, foʒ the refozmacion of þ periſhing,hurting, 
and deſtroying of diners poztes,hauens,and creekes,and other billes foꝛ p 
comon weale of theſayd countie.the which here in this high court of par. 
liament ſhould and ought to be commeuded and treated of- 

And fox becauſe the ſaid Richard is a tinner, fo: the cauſes and matters 
afoze reherſed, one John Farſe tinner,vnderſtewarde of the Steimerie in 
the ſayd countie, in and at foure courtes of the ſapd Steimerie at diuers 
places and times befoze him ſeuerally holden in the ſayde county, he and o? 
ther haue condempned the ſapd Ricyarde in the ſomme of cx. li. That is to 
wete at euery court dap xl.li.and that by the pꝛocurement ofthe ſaid John 
Furſe,at the ſapde foure ſeuerall courtes and lawdayes,in the layd Step⸗ 
merie by himholden, in this maner publiſhed and ſayde, that the ſame Ri⸗ 
chard at the laſt parliament holden at nzeſtminfter, woulde auoyded and 
btterly deſtroyed all liberties pꝛiuiledges, a fraũches concerning the Stei⸗ 
merie: by reaſon whereof the ſapde Richarde, vppon foure billes had and 
made therot by the ſayd John Furſe and other, cauſed p the ſapd Richard 
was preſented & founden giltie of the pꝛemiſſes in euerp ol the ſayde cour⸗ 
tes in rl. li. to be loſte and foxfaite by him, by reaſon of anacte and oꝛdi⸗ 
naunce by tinners made and had at a place in the ſapde countie called 
Crokerentoꝛ: the tenourof the which acte appeareth in Cedule to this bill 
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annered:to the which the ſapd Nicharde was neuer warned no! called to 
make anſ were to the pzemiſſes.contrary to al laweg,right reaſon, good 
conſcience, And fox the executi of the lame, one John ag william vpon a 
ſurmiſe by him made to the kinges highnes to the ſaydcondempnacis to 
be to his grace fozfaite,therof attainted a bill aſſigned of xx. li.percel of the 
ſayd cir.li.to be to him graunted by the ſayd kyngs highnes: whereupon þ 
ſayd John Ag william and other cauſed the ſayd Richard wag take a im⸗ 
pzyſoned in a dongeon and a deepe pitte vnder the ground in the cãſtel of 
Lidfoꝛd in the ſayde county, and there #els where remapned by the ſpace 
of thze weekes a moze,vnto ſuch time he was delivered by a wait gf pꝛiui⸗ 
ledge out of » kings eſchequere at ndeſtminſter, foz that hee wag one of ỹ 
collectours in the ſayd countie fox the fyꝛſt of the two quindeims graũted 
at and in this pzeſent parliamente:the which pꝛiſon is one of the moſt an⸗ 
noious, cõtagious, a dteteſtable places wyt hin this realme:ſo that by rea⸗ 
ſon of the ſame impꝛyſonment he was put in great parell a teoperdy of his 
life, and the layd Richard ſo being in pꝛylon, and the ſaid John Ig william 
ſeing the ſame cruell impꝛyſonment of the ſapd Richard entreated and in⸗ 
ſtantly deſpzed one Philip Furſe) thã being keper of the ſaid pꝛylon / ſtrait⸗ 
ly to kepe the (aid Richard in pꝛylon, a to put pꝛons vpon him to his moꝛe 
greater payne ſt ieoperdy. and to giue him but bzeade and water onely, to 
thentent to cauſe the ſayd Richard to be faine to content # pay him the ſaid 
xx.li. And foz the ſame pzomiſed þ ſapd keeper foure markes ofmonep: fox 
the which foure markes the ſayd Rychard foz to be eaſed ofhis pꝛons and 
peyneful imp:yſonment afozeſapd(foz ſauegarde of his life) pꝛomiſed and 
graũted to pay the ſayd keeper foure marke: w he payed the ſapd ke- 
per in hand xiti.s.titi d. And ouer that the ſayd Luicharde foꝛ to be caſed of 
his ſayd paynefull umpꝛyſonment, was alſo of neceſſity dzinen to be boun⸗ 
den to Thomas Denis, deputy vnto ſir Henry Marney tznighte, warden 
of the laid Steimerie, in an obligation of the ſomune of C. li. Upon codicts 
whercok party is as hereafter followeth : that is to ſape that if the aboue 
bounden Richard Strode, defende and laue harmeles the ſayde Thomas 
Denis, and to vſe himſelfe as true pzyſoner,duringe the tyme it ſhall pleaſe 
the kyng to haue him pꝛyſonet in the caſtel of Lidfozde,and alſo to do no⸗ 
thing, wherby he ſhall in the law be deemed out of pꝛiſon, a other articles 
compʒſed in the ſayd codicton,the which the lapd Richard perfectly remE- 
breth not: wherfoze the pꝛemiſſes by pour great wyſedomes tenderly coſt 
dꝛed, the ſaid Richard humbly pzayeth,that it may be oꝛdeyned, eſtabliſhed 
and enac ted, by the kynge our ſoueraigne loꝛde, and by the lozds ſpyzituall 
and tempo zal, and the commons in this pzeſent parliament aſſembled, and 
by auctouty of the ſame, that the ſaid condemnacion and condemnaciõs 
of the laid cix.li.and cuery partell thereof,and iudgementes and erecutios 
had oz to be had foz the pꝛemiſſes 02 any of them, to be vttetly vopd againſt 

the laid Richard and of none effect. 
Ind ouer that be it enacted by the laid auct ozitie, that all ſuites,accuſe- 
ments 
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ments,condemnacions, exccutions,fines,amercementes,puniſhmentes, 
coꝛrections, grauntes charges, and tmpoſictons put oz had, oꝛ hereafter to 
be put 02 had vntoꝛoꝛ bpon the ſayd Richard, and to euery other ofthe per⸗ 
ſon oꝛ perſons afoze ſpecifyed, that now be of this pꝛeſent parliament, oꝛ þ 

ol anp parliament hereafter ſhalbe,foz any bill,ſpeaking,reaſoning,oz de⸗ 
claring of any matter oz matters, concerning the parliament to be comu- 
ned and treated of, be vtterly voyde and of none effect. 

And ouer that be it enacted by the ſapd auctoꝛity, that if þ ſayd Richard 
Strode, oz any of all the ſayd other perſon o2 perſons, hereafter be vered, 
troubled,o2 otherwyſe charged fo2 any cauſes,as is afozeſayd, that thi he 
oꝛ they and euery of them ſo vered oz troubled,of and fox the ſame to haue 
action vpon the caſe agapnſt cuery ſuch perſon oz perſonnes, ſo veringe oz 
troubling any contrary tothis ozdinaunce and pzouiſion, in the which a- 
ction the party greeued (hall recouer trebledamages and coſtes. And that 
no p2otection,eſſopne,noz wager oflaw in the ſayd action in any wyle be 
admitted noz recepued. 


E it enqupꝛed fo our ſoueraigne loꝛd the king, that where as 
at the parliament holden at Crokerẽtoꝛ, befoꝛe Thomas De⸗ 
nis.Deputie toſyz Henry Marney knight, wards of the Stci- 
meric, the ritif,day of September,the ſecõd pere of the reigne 
of king Henry the viii, Jt was oꝛdeyned eſtabliſhed and enac⸗ 
ted, that (from the day afozeſayd) it ſhalbe lawfull foz euery man to digge 
tinne within the county of Deuonſhpꝛe, in all places where as tinne may 
be founden. And alſo to carie the water to theyz woꝛkes without any let oz 
trouble of any perſon oz perſons, accoꝛding to our vſages a confirmacios 
of our charter,z accoꝛding to our cuſtome out of minde . Andifany perſs 
02 perſonnes let, trouble, oꝛ vere any man to digge tinne,o2 to cary water 
fo; the ſame, contrarp to our olde cuſtome and vſage , and if it be founden 
by verdite of rü men at the law day. he that ſo letteth, vereth,o2 troubleth 
any ſuch perſon 02 perſonnes, ſhall fall in the penaltie of rl.1t.as oft as he ſo 
vereth oz troubleth : the one halle to my loꝛd Pꝛince, and the other halfe to 
him » was ſo letted, vexed, oz troubled. Ind ajFieri facias to be awarded, 
as well foz my loꝛd pꝛince as fox y party, it one Richard Strode of Plim- 
ton tinner, at the parliamẽt holden at u>eſtminſter the fourth day of Fe- 
bꝛuary laſt paſt, letted,vered,and troubled one Milliam Rede the ponger, 
and Elis E loꝛde tinner, and al other tinners in the ſame parliamente foꝛ 
digging of tinne in the ſeuerall ſople of the ſayd Richard and other perſõg 
contrary to this our acte made.
